Mr. L. L. Young, who lectured Tues- 
day evening in the Presbyterian 
College, continued his talk on Korea 
lost night, taking for his subject, 
"Korea's attempt, to freo herself from 
Japan." 

In beginning. Mr. Young said that 
there had always been an unred current 
of unrest because, of Japanese domin- 
ance, which never came to the top until 
lost March, after the death of the old 
Kmperor, and at tho time when Che 
League of Nations was becoming the 
great factor in the affairs of the world. 
The Koreans decided that then was the 
time for action, and that they must 
draw the attention of tho leading nn- 
tlons to their doplomblo conditions. 
Their Emperor, In 1907, had tried to 
bring conditions In Korea before the 
eyes of the world by sending n delega 
tion to the Hague. The Japanese, not 
being able to prevent tho delegation, 
dethroned the Emperor and enthroned 
his imbecile son, so that the delegation 
had no power and no authorization, and 
failed. 

When the Emperor died there was 
tense feeling throughout Iho country. 
Mr. Young stated that he was very 
mucn surprised at the change that 
came over tho young- men In particular. 
Everywhere was rejoicing, hecvause In- 
dependence was promising to once 
more bless the land of the Koreans. 
The people had awaUnnnd to <j sense of 
the unsettled, 'down -trodden state of 
their country. Everywhere was the 
shout of freedom. 

On March 3rd, the officials, the 
moneyed men and the scholars were ar- 
rested, but still the shouting of the 
mobs went on, and though the soldiers 
pnradnd the streets, crowds formed and 
carried on their continual cheering. Mr. 
Young snld that his estimation of tho 
courage of the Koreans rose much 
higher than It had boon before, because 
In spite, of persecution and imprison- 
ment, on and on went the movement. 

"This movement was simply an 
awakening of a wronged people, and ! 
was not stirred up by and agitators,'' 
said Mr. Young. The beginners of tho 
attempt for Independence stipulated 
that no violence be used, indeed, long 
ago, the Koreans had been deprived of 
all means of defence, much more those 
of offence. But there was no sign of 
mob rule and no blood shed as far as 
the plan of the Koreans was concerned. 

Leaders were chosen when the spirit 
was at a sufficient height to warrant 
thl» step. Most of these were 
C hrls'lnns — In fact, only two worj p. t. 
Looicing at the movement from th's 
point, It has been said that it was be- 
gun fry the Christians. Directly, tho 
Christians cannot be said to have 
started the trouble, but lndlrectly-lt can 
be traced to them. Mr. Young explained

ARCH. SOCIETY 
HOLDS MEETING 

Etching and Etchers Dis- 
cussed—Paper Given By 
Laine.

At a meeting of the society last night, 
Mr. Herbert Ralnc delivered' an address 
on "Etchings and Etchers." 

He opened his address by dealing 
with tho technical processes in etching. 
The preparation of tho plate by cleans- 
ing, grinding and heating, and tho final 
application of the Ink — a precarious Job. 
After these processes, a line drawing 
Is made on the surface by tracing or 
oth'jr means to reverse the picture, and 
the lines wore etched. Fine Unes go to 
make up the distances, heavier ones 
for the mld-rlstancc, and strong lines 
for the foreground. The heavier the 
line the longer It is subjected to the 
acid. A proof Is pulled from the plate 
by means of knife, charcoal, burnishing, 
etc. > 

Much work Is also done by the use 
of the dry point, the most famous 
etcheis having favored that Instrument. 

After this technical detail. Mr. Raine 
exhibited some work of well-known 
etchers, such as Rembrandt Hayden, 
etc, pointing out tho various charac- 
teristics In their etchings.

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RESTLESSNESS 



About this time of the year a general feeling of restlessness begins 
to come-over a large number of studenst. They are tired of study- 
ing, their brain refuses to work as it should, or, to usé the colloquial 
expression, they are "fed up." They have been worn down by the 
steady grind of application of their mind to study day in and day out. 
They feel themselves losing grip of the work. They become daily 
more c6nscîous~of' aVdcsirc to let things slip, to put them off until 
"to-morrow." And yet they do not seem to be able to do anything 
towards remedying this condition. They just go along from one day 
to the next without any interest in the work they are doing. 

A state of affairs like this is a dangerous one at any time, but 
especially is it dangerous now. The final examinations of the session 
•re fast approaching, and the questions arc moer likely to be on the 
work of this term or that of last. Any great slackening up of work 
at this - time is likely to prove fatal in April. What then is the "fed 
ap" person to do? 

•Well, we do not pretend to be experts on this important subject, 
Sut we would submit our opinion born of long experience. The con- 
dition cannot be cured all at once, hut may be gradually overcome. 
The best way is to case up in your work, but be sure that you keep up 
your daily tasks in what you consider ..to be the essential subjects. 
Thus you will prevent your brain from being overtaxed during the 
slack period, and yet at the same time keep up with the work of the 
class. In this manner you will tide yourself safely over the danger- 
ous time. The thing to be avoided, however, is letting your work 
slide, thinking you can cram it all in the period immediately preceding 
the examinations. But for a few exceptions, the average man is 
unable to assimilate in one or two weeks the knowledge he should 
have gained during two or three months. We do not mean that he 
could not cover the work, but rather that his brain is incapable of 
grasping the material in the proper manner. He has no time to spend 
discriminating between the révélant and the useless matter, and if 
he had it would be impossible or him to remember correctly that part 
of the work which must be remembered. Therefore, those who are 
at present not studying as they ought would do well to act on this 
advice-arising, as we stated above, out of long experience. 



"SLOWING UP" 

We have recently noticed a slowing up of student activities. 
This is doubtless due to the. approach of the end of the session. In 
the six weeks or so which still remain before the examinations in Arts, 
Law, Science and Commerce, there is much work to be reviewed. 

But, although Lent is here, and students are beginning to réalité 
the imminence of the holidays, we must not forget that our teams 
have still victories to win, and that they must have hearty support. 
There are also a few important student activities which are holding 
functions in the near future, and which rely on the student body for 
encouragement; we refer especially to the Alma Mater Prom., the 
Arts Undergraduate Dinner, the remaining hockey, basketball and 
water polo games, the Medical Dance, and the Students' Council and 
Union House Committee elections. It might be well to remember 
that the most critical contests arc the final, decisive ones, and that 
they require the most enthusiastic backing. 

I is well to take on increased interest in our academic work, but 
it is not well to let our absorption in it deprive student activities of 
their due support. The social and athletic seasons will flicker out 
with the cessation of publication of the "Daily" on March I3th. In 
the meantime, a little stimulus to our clubs and teams will go far to. 
wards putting them onto a firmer basis for next year.

Mr. !.. L. Young, who Is home In 
Canada on furlough if ter fifteen years 
of missionary work In Korea, greatly 
Interested the audience who, last night, 
heard him describe conditions as they 
now exist In the Far East. 

The prejudice against the whites Is 
quite evident In the Orient, declared 
ilr. Young. China opened her doors 
to Christians fifty years ago, while It is 
onJy since 1S94 that a white man has 
been allowed to enter Korea. * Now, 
however, the Koreans are sympathetic, 
and the same is also truo of Japan, who 
has got up to the West In civilization 
and progress. The Church failed to 
grasp the opportunity in Japan forty 
years ago, and that country has been 
lost to the Ideals and alms " of the 
Christian religion.' With the spread of 
militarism, however, a new harrier Is 
arising, which Is bound to cause grave 
danger and upheaval In the Far East 
as well as affecting the whole world. 

The speaker then referred to the bad 
state of affairs In Korea since It has 
been under Japan's Influence and dotn 
(nation. The Judicial system there is 
very despotic and unjust. A man may 
be arrested without a warrant, and he 
is considered guilty untU he proves his 
innocence. Moreover, only such evt 
dence as the judge doslres to be heard 
can be brought up for the defence. In 
1913 over 86,000 Koreans were arrested 
and of these only SO were able to prove 
themselves innocent to the. satisfaction 
tho court. Tho judicial system, 
therefore Is much abused, and Is one 
of the great causes of discontent at 
present in Korea, Japanese propaganda 
is everywhere in evidence, and the 
whites are blamed for any bad condi- 
tions. Mr. Young laid great emphasis 
on the Injustice otf tho Japanese 
judicial system In Korea. As an ex- 
ample, he pointed out the floggings ad- 
ministered by the police to any 
Koreans making demonstrations- In 
favor of their independence. The- sen- 
tence, decided by the police themselves, 
condemned the poor victim to f rem 39 
to 80 blow*. To Illustrate tho cruelty 
of this system, he stated that he would 
ra'l or spend ten years In prison than 
suffer a Japanese flogging. 

Mr. Young stated that the Japs were 
very antagonistic to all white peoples, 
and remarked from personal experience 
that a Christian was forced to pay al 
most double for all his purchases, and 
he pointed out the unscrupulousness of 
the Japs In their business dealings. 

In China the students are leading the 
fight against Japan, and arc .publicly 
arousing the public against her occu 
patlon of Shantung; but they do not 
receive much aid from the Chinese gov- 
ernment, which seems to be under the 
thumb of Japan. 

Mr. Young emphatically affirmed 
that Japan was following the same 
course In China as oho Is In Korea. As 
an Illustration, he cited several of the 
Twenty - one" articles — prominent 
among them being the facts that China 
cannot buy any firearms from any 
other nation but Japan, and that she 
cannot pass any foreign treaty without 
first having Japanese approval. The 
speaker asserted that It was up to us 
to give China and Korea our clvlllia- 
t'lon. Ideals and religion. 

Speaking of the militarism In the 
Orient, he stated that Japan thinks the 
only government for the Far East Is 
militarism, end their mMltarlano, Is the 
same kind that wo have been fighting 
for the last four years. He advised 
those present to "keep their eye" on the 
Fa* 'East, because there will be great 
and varied developments arising there 
In the future. 

When Mr. Young had concluded, the 
chairman of the Student Volunteer 
Band, Mr. Hall, offered his 'thanks and 
appreciation to the speaker on behalf 
of those who heard his Interesting and 
Instructive speech.

Glastonbury, a town planned In the 
form of a cross and situated In the 
very contre of Somerset, England, la 
full of ancient associations dating 
back, in legend and otherwise, to the 
oarly years of the Christian cda. Easly 
writers mention that Ynyswytryn, tho 
unoiont name for Glastonbury, was thc^, 
place where thfe first church was built 
in which tho Gospel was preached. SL 
Philip, so tho tradition Is. sent Joseph 
of Arlmathca in tiro year 60 with 11 
diclples to Britain to preach the Gos- 
pel!. Avoragiia, the Roman viceroy, re 
marking that they had journeyed far 
and were of modest demeanor, gave 
each a hide of land, which was the 
origin of the Twelve Hides of Glaston 
bury. 

One of tho most Interesting connec- 
tions with Grastonbury Is the ancient 
clock, Which was at one time in the 
famous Glastonbury Abbey, but Is now 
In the north transept of Wells Cathe- 
dral, Somerset, a few miles away. It 
Is said to have been made by a monk 
named Peter Lightfoot about tho year 
1383. The dial plato Is six feet six 
Inches in diameter, and Is contained 
In a square frame. The outer circle 
1* divided Into 21 parts intended to 
represent the 24 hours of tho day. Tho 
numbers are In old English characters, 
and mary hours from 12 noon to raid- 
night, and thence to 12 midday. A 
large gilt star points to the hour. • An 
Inner circle shows the minutes, and a 
small star moves around the circle 
every hour. A third circle give* the 
age of the moon, anil on a plate in this 
circle the phases of the moon are 
shown. There is also a smaller circle 
In which Is a female figure, having 
around It the motto, "Sic peragrat 
Phoebe." 

Above tho dial-plate Is a panelled 
tower, around which knights on horse- 
back revolve In opposite directions 
every hour on the striking of the 
clock, which revolution 1* meant to 
represent a tournament a popular 
amusement In the middle ages. A fig- 
ure, callled Jack Blandlvr. which is 
seated some distance from tho clock, 
at a higher elevation, strikes with Its 
heels every quarter of an hour against 
belle— two strokes at the first quarter, 
four strokes at the half nor. alx at 
the third quarter, and eight strokes 
at tho hour. It can also be made to 
strike with a hammer on a bell tho' 
number of the hour. Connected with 
the works of tho clock, on the outside 
of the cathedral, two knight* In armor 
strike with battle axes the quarters 
on bells. The works of the clock have 
been renewed; the original works are 
now In the patent office of the South 
Kensington Museum, fitted up and

When we say that the balance of trade 
is against Canada, we describe the con- 
dition just alluded to. That is, be- 
cause of the fact that we have pur- 
chased goods to a greater value than 
wô have sold, we will be sending more 
money to the U.S. than we will bo re- 
ceiving. This is the situation when 
the balance of trade is against us. 

Perhaps the easiest way af simpli- 
fying matters of this kind is to refuse 
to think of countries or nations as 
purchasing from each other or trading 
with each other. In truth, they do 
not do so, so why complicate the mat- 
ter by talking to your«elf as though 
U cy d:d and then 1 ,>i:(!ing problems 
thereon? Countries do not trade with 
each other save in a small degree. 
What takes place is that individuals 
trade with each other. 

Now. stick to the individual for a 
few moments. Is it any odvantage 
to nn Individual to purchase more than 
ho sells? You say,, perhaps, that if 
he purchases more than he sells he 
o fnecesBlty goes bankrupt. Well 
does he even go bankrupt? It seems 
to me that if ho goes bankrupt It is 
not because he purchases more than

discount Is $170,000. The latter sum 
Hoed to bo regarded as a tidy little for- 
tune while the former represents a 
nice profit on nn Importation of goods 
of the value mentioned. When we 
take into consideration the larger ope- 
rations, such as are Involved in the 
payment of interest or principal on 
largo government borrowings, we can 
see how quickly the discount of 17 
per cent will amount Into figures 
which will embarrass finance minis- 
ters and udd to the rate of taxation. 

Bad as may be the situation with re- 
spect to the Canadian dollar, it is not 
nearly so bad as the position of Great 
Britain with respect to the pound ster- 
ling. At the time of writing, the

It 
may be that there Is one exception. 
Tho currency of Holland may be on 
par with that of U.S. and possibly this 
is also the case with the currency of 
BOine other non-belligerent nations. 

Shipment of gold is, of course, the 
time-honored method of adjusting ex- 
change and of bringing the currency 
o fany country to its par value in any 
other country. Contrariwise, an em- 
bargo o ngold shipments to a creditor 
country by a debtor country will pre- 
vent tho desired effect unless some 
other way be devised to bring about 
the adjustment. 

The subjoct of International trade 
in relation to balances and exchange 
is considered by many to be too mys- 
terious to be understood without ef- 
fort which can more profitably be put 
forth In other directions. In reality 
j there Is nothing mysterious about It, 
and it is of such importance that a 
i rough working knowledge is essential 
to everyone who pretends to be at all 
familiar with tho topics of the day. 

Let us start by saying that by in- 
ternational trado Is only meant the 
aggregate volume of trade between In- 
dividuals of one country and those of 
another country. When we speak of 
Canada buying from the U.S. wo 
should perhaps more correctly be 
speaking* of Canadians buying from 
Americans. If we say that Canada 
has bought more from Uie U.S. than 
she has sold her, we only mean that 
the value of the total purchases by 
Canadians of American grown or' man-

not give me In return all the goods 
I want; and If I am exchanging goods 
with you neither of us can get from 
the other nil the goods each of. us 
wunts. So we use an exchange me- 
dium which serves as a counter, as it 
were of the values each has received 
91 tho other and which will be accept- 
ed equally by others In exchange for 
their gooda or services. 

By the use this circulating me- 
dium, or money, we are in possession 
of something capable of being divided 
into tho smallest possible countries, 
thus enabling us to purchase any arti- 
cle of any kind or any value. It is 
only useful for passing along as a me- 
dium by use of which we can trade 
with others and oach obtain with 
greatest ease the goods he desires and 
which are the real wealth and the 
object for which we sell fcur time and 
services. 

Now how could It be that you could 
buy more than you soli? For all prac- 
tical purposes the limit of your pur- 
chases is your capacity to pay, either 
in time or goods, or in circulating me- 
dium. But if you still »jclare that 
you can receive more than you purt 
with, then you are simply Voving the 
contention that, commercially speak- 
ing, the individual Is not a fit subject 
for sympathy who receives more than 
he gives. He does not thereby become 
poor, but on tho contrary becomes 
rich. Yet he is in the lamentable 
condition we, as a country, ' are sup- 
posed to be In when the balance of 
trade Is against us— namely, he has 
bought more than ho has sold. Trade 
and balances exist only as between 
individuals. The trade of this coun- 
try Is nothing but the total trade of the 
individuals in that country, and the 
advantages or disadvantages in tho 
trade of the country are only the total 
advantages or disadvantages experi- 
enced by the individual it, becomes 
very hard Indeed to see how a country 
which buys more than It sells or re- 
ceives more than It gives, can regard 
Itself as in a terrible plight. 

All that has taken place is that 
Canadians have received more goods 
from tho U.S. than they have given and 
should consequently be better off in 
real wealth. In order to get into 
this position, Canadians had to send, 
more circulating medium to the U.S. 
than they received. Taking the lat- 
ter Into consideration, trade between 
the two countries balances — Just as It 
betwoen individuals. 

Why then should there be such an 
outcry against large importations? 
The outcry against purchases abroad 
arises, very naturally, from those at 
home who wish you to buy from them 
Instead of from their companions 
abroad. It ts a disadvantage to have 
ou rmoney at a discount and that, ac- 
cording to our system, the discount 
arises because of the excess of Im- 
ports of goods over exports. When 
we bought the goods the discount on 
our money was not so great as It Is 
now. If you do not want to pay the 
discount buy Canadian goods.

The boys, ranging In age from five 
and six years to fifteen or slxteon, 
about forty-five In number, sat down 
to an excellent supper at eight-forty- 
five. Thanks to the energetic and ef- 
fective efforts of the K.V.O. ladles In 
charge of tho serving and preparations, 
the meal was delightful In its ex- 
cellence. The menu included meat and 
fish, lee cream and fruit salad, and 
other dainties that tende. 1 In a very 
effective way to "reach the hearts of 
the lads by their stomachs." Judging 
by the proportions of their ar>petltes. 
their hearts must have been well 
reached, for even their pockets were 
bulging. During the supper, members 
of the Harmony Orchestra rendered 
musical items that kept the lads' feet 
moving and gave the supper an added 
air of good-fellowship. Piano selec- 
tions followed this, which appealed to 
Hie guests immensely, judging by their 
manifestation of apperecialion.
